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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues (Applicant's remark pages 4-5, 
start from the last paragraph of page 4), the Examiner noted ; however, Applicant's remark is not convincing because Applicant's 
arguments against the reference Hiroshima individually, one cannot show non-obviousness by attacking references individually where the 
rejections are based on combinations of references, i.e., Foster in view of Hiroshima. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 
(CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). 

Applicant further argues (Applicant's remark page 5, start from last paragraph), "... MPEG, which is mentioned in Hiroshima et al and in 
Foster et al and apparently relied on by the Examiner, does not provide information to determine the size memory to allocate to store a 
data file as claimed as the Examiner suggest since stream ids, presentation time stamps, and the like are for temporary memory 
consumed by an MPEG decoder for a decoding a packet but not for an entire stream." 

In response, the Examiner takes note the above Applicant's remark; however, Applicant's remark could not be imported into the claim. 
Therefore, the Examiner could not consider Applicant 's remark, i.e., memory consumed by an MPEG decoder for a decoding a packet but 
not for an entire stream. 

In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can 
only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some 
teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of 
ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 
(Fed. Cir. 1992).
